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PREFACE. 



This Annual List, the second of the series, represents a selection from 
the Monthly Bulletins from November, 1897 to October, 1898, inclusive. It 
follows the general scheme adopted in the first Annual List, although there 
have been slight changes in the classification as required by the constantly 
varying character of the books received. 

In the Bulletins about 7200 titles are represented, and of these about 
5500 are here retained, as being of sufficient value and interest. In the first 
list there were something over 6000 titles selected from the 9000 titles which 
appeared in the Monthly Bulletins, and these represented an accumulation 
of twenty months. 

The edition of 4000 copies of the first issue was exhausted within 
two months of publication — an indication that the public recognize the 
practical value of such a list, and also that a want is met, which cannot be 
filled by a year's aggregation of Monthly Bulletins. It is well, however, to 
inform those who are interested in the publications of the Library that a 
file of the Bulletins, for which an index is printed annually, contains valuable 
matter not incorporated in the present work. 

It has been suggested that such a list as this would be strengthened 
by an author index. While this may be true, yet readers are again reminded 
that a reasonably close attention to the synopsis of classification will gener- 
ally enable them to discover the whereabouts of desired titles. 

As was briefly explained a year ago, these lists embody titles already 
used in the Monthly Bulletins, which are set on the linotype; the solid lines 
of type, or "slugs," are then retained, and so far as available used again. 
This explains, in part, the possibility of offering a publication of this size at 
so small a price.
